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VOLUME OF TRADE IN THE THIRD QUARTER: 
CHANGE OF BASE YEAR TO 1950 


E INDICES of the volume of United Kingdom trade on a 
new base year 1950 which are now available show that there 
was a general contraction in the third quarter in both imports 

and exports compared with the first and second quarters. The 
volume of United Kingdom exports which in the article reviewing 
the general pattern of trade in the third quarter published in the 
Board of Trade Journal of October 25 was estimated as some 5 per 
cent. or more lower than the second quarter, is shown by the new 
index numbers, using 1950 prices as weights, to be about 7} per cent. 
below the second quarter level, a level which was itself depressed by 
the fact that the second quarter this year included both Easter and 
Whitsun. This brings the volume for the first nine months of the 
year to 6 per cent. below the average for 1951. 

There was a substantial decline in the volume of exports of 
engineering products in the third quarter to a level 17 per cent. 
lower than in the first-half year. Machinery exports which in the 
first half-year averaged 10 per cent. more than in the year 1951 fell 
back to less than in 1951 and the same applied to electrical goods. 
In the case of vehicles, the volume of exports in the first six months 
was only slightly more than the 1951 average, but in the third quarter 
there was a drop of almost 20 per cent. How far this falling off 
in the volume of engineering exports in the third quarter has been 
due to the effect of holidays on output it will be difficult to say until 
figures are available for the fourth quarter. Exports of metals were 
also less in volume during the third quarter than earlier this year. 

The volume of textiles and clothing ¢xported fell continuously 
from the second quarter of 1951 until the second quarter this year ; 
in the third quarter, however, there was a slight recovery in volume, 


although the value was lower, but nevertheless the volume of exports 
in January to September was 25 per cent. below the average for the 
year 1951. Exports of other manufactures were maintained in 
volume until the first quarter of 1952, but there was a decline in the 
second quarter and the index for the third quarter was 17 per cent. 
below the figure for the first half-year bringing the January to 
September average 7 per cent. below that for the year 1951. 


Volume of Imports 

The new index numbers of the volume of total imports in the 
third quarter was 94-3 (1950=100) compared with 106-3 in the 
second quarter and 112-7 for 1951 as a whole. Compared with the 
large volume of imports in the third quarter of 1951 there was a 
fall of 20 per cent. in the third quarter of 1952 and the volume for 
the first nine months of the year was 7 per cent. less than in the same 
period of 1951 ; the fall in value was 8 per cent. 

The volume of imports in each of the three main classes was lower 
in the third quarter than the second quarter. Imports of food, 
drink and tobacco in the first nine months of the year were 8 per 
cent. less than a year earlier, imports of raw materials were 6 per 
cent. less and lower imports of manufactured consumer goods more 
than offset the larger volume of metals and engineering d 
received, with the result that imports of manufactured articles in 
total declined by 7 per cent. f 

All the above comparisons are made on the basis of a revaluation 
of trade at the prices of a new base year, 1950. For a realistic 
assessmént of changés in the volume of trade it is desirable that the 
base year should be changed fairly frequently and since the middle 
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*20’s, it has been customary to change the base year at intervals of 
not more than about five years although the war caused a longer 
interval between 1938 and 1947. 'The main reason for changing the 
base year from 1947 to 1950 is that the sharp price changes of the last 
few years have tended to distort comparisons between 1950 and 
subsequent periods using a base year even as recent as 1947. 


Volume and Price Changes 


One of the uses to which these index numbers are put is the assess- 
ment of how much of the change in the value of exports or imports 
between any two periods is due to changes in volume and how much 
‘to changes in prices. For example, imports into the United 
Kingdom were £3,914 million (c.i.f.) in 1951 and during the first 
nine months of 1952 have been running at an annual rate of £3,586 
million (c.i.f.), a decrease of £328 million. The index numbers of 
volume of imports (1950 = 100) in 1951 and in the first nine months 
of 1952 may be seen from the accompanying tables to be 112-7 and 
104-1 respectively, a decrease of 7-6 per cent., while average values in 
the same period fell by less than 1 per cent. Considering, therefore, 
changes of volume only and setting aside for the moment all c 
due to price movements, there was a decrease of £299 million at 1951 
prices between imports in 1951 and the annual rate of imports in the 
first nine months of 1952. Consequently, of the decrease of £328 
million in the annual rate of imports between the two periods, £299 
million may be attributed to changes in volume alone. The 
st £29 million falls into two parts, namely the fall in the value 

of the £3,914 million of imports in 1951 as a result solely of price 
changes—which may be calculated in precisely the same way as the

volume change above, but using instead the index numbers of average 
values—and a small part representing the effect of price changes on 
the £299 million change in volume. United Kingdom exports and 
re-exports totalled £2,707 million in 1951 and were running at an 
annual rate of £2,715 million in the first nine months of 1952. A 
similar calculation enables us to express the increase of £8 million as 
due to a decrease in volume of £115 million at 1951 prices and an 
increase of £123 million, mainly the result of changes in price. 
Somewhat different figures would be obtained in these calculations 
if index numbers using the weights of 1951 or of January-September 
1952 were employed, and for these and other reasons none 
of these estimates is as precise as the figures may suggest, but they 
may be used to draw the broad conclusion that, of the decrease of 
£336 million in the excess of imports over — exports between the 
two periods, 50 to 60 per cent. may be ascribed to changes in volume 
and 40 to 50 per cent. to changes in price. 

The estimates described above are based on the Trade Account 
figures ; it is much more difficult to estimate how much of the change 
in the visible element of the United Kingdom balance of payments in 

any period was due to changes in volume or to changes in price. The 
chief differences between the Trade Accounts and the Saleue of 
Payments figures are explained in the notes to the Balance of Payments 
White Paper (Cmd. 8666), and attention was also drawn to them in the 
article on page 761 of the Board of Trade Journal of October 25. 
The most important difference as far as the index numbers of volume 
and average value are concerned is the difference of timing. 
Balance of Payments figures are not available in quantity and value 
detail, and index numbers cannot therefore be calculated for them

period. Ima time when prices and volumes are subject to considerable 
fluctuations, the effect of these adjustments can be considerable ; 
in the nature of the calculation they cannot be precise. A further 
difficulty lies in the fact that, using the Trade Accounts, index numbers 
for imports can only be calculated c.i.f., whereas imports in the balance 
of payments are recorded f.o.b. Nevertheless, in spite of the different 
bases of the two sets of figures, a rough estimate which indicates the 
relative importance of volume and price changes can be made. For 
the first half-year, it shows that about one-third of the reduction in the 
visible deficit, as an annual rate, compared with 1951 was due to 
changes in price. 


Change of Base Year 

In previous changes of the base year it has been the practice 
compare the change in volume between the two base t 
full detail in the Annual Statement of Trade but on this occasion 
rather than wait for the full detail to be available the change has been 
made on the basis of the commodity detail included in the monthly 
Accounts Relating to Trade of the United Kingdom. The tables 
on pages 927 and 928 give two series of index numbers ; firstly, 
there are index numbers: for 1950 (1947 = 100) calculated ‘by using 
1947 prices as weights ; the weighting is the same as used for the 
indices which have been published in the Board of Trade Journal in 
the past few years except for minor revisions. Secondly, there are

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index numbers for 1950 (also with 1947 = 100) derived by weighting 
according to the pattern of trade in 1950. The first show the 
comparison between the value of trade in 1950 as revalued at 1947 
prices and the recorded value of trade in 1947 while the second show 
a comparison of the recorded value of trade in 1950 with trade of 
1947 as revalued at 1950 prices. 


It will be seen that the change in the weighting of these index 
numbers from the pattern of trade in 1947 to that in 1950 has made 
little difference to the change in volume or average value of total 
imports and exports between 1947 and 1950. The change has, 
however, has a significant effect on the measure of changes since 
1950, particularly in the case of imports as the lower table on page 
928 shows. The new series will in future be used in all official 
publications. 


The index numbers of the volume of re-exports have not been 
included in the present article as it is felt that they are not widely 


used, since a large proportion of our re-exports is made up of a few 
commodities, for which details of quantities as well as values are 
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included in the Trade Accounts. The volume indices of re-exports 
show considerable differences in movement according to which base 
year is chosen for weighting and therefore need careful interpretation. 
The Board of Trade will continue to compute the indices for re- 
exports, however, and these can be obtained on application. 

A detailed explanation of the method of compiling the index num- 
bers of volume was issued at the time when the base year was changed 


to 1947 and copies are still available on application to the Board of 
Trade®. 


The volume index numbers are designed to show movements in 
our imports and exports after eliminating variations due merely to 
price changes. They are prepared by estimating the value of the 
goods imported (or exported) in a current period at the prices of a 
chosen base year and comparing this estimate with the value of goods 
actually imported (or exported) in the base year ; they thus give a

Pulp and Paper Supply Trends in 
O.E.E.C, Countries 


THe Ministry of Materials announce that the following statement 
on the trend of the pulp and paper market was issued in Paris 
on November 7 :— 
At its 16th session held in Paris from November 4 to 6, the Pulp 
and Paper Committee of the Organization for European Economic 
Co-operation considered the trend of the pulp and paper market. 


After studying statistics relating to achievements in the first six 
months of 1952 and comparing them with similar figures for preceding 
periods, the Committee proceeded to an exchange of views on the 
— of the market in the third quarter of 1952 and for the near 
uture. 


A marked slump in industrial activity began during the first half 
of 1952 and reached its lowest point in June. As a result of the 
slump, consumer countries considerably reduced their purchases of 
pulp. At the same time, pulp producing countries did not maintain 
the level of production, which had only fallen slightly during the 
first half of the year, and in certain countries there were fairly large 
reductions during the third quarter. Although the official statistics 
are not yet available, the percentages quoted by the delegates of the 
various countries suggest that, since the beginning of this year, 
production of chemical market pulp in Europe has fallen by at least 
300,000 tons, which corresponds to the increase in stocks 


Since September, activity in the market for chemical pulp has 
increased. In Sweden, for example, orders for immediate delivery 
(Europe and Western Hemisphere) taken during the last two months 
exceeded production for the same period. It remains to be seen to 
what extent this increased activity is due to seasonal factors. Stocks 
in exporting countries are still large, but have fallen. 


European prices for pulp are now at the same level as American 
prices. while European prices for pulpwood remain in many cases 
appreciably above American prices. 

The position is still too confused to justify the conclusion that 
the market is returning to normal, but the general position seems 
favourable. 


The considerable drop in pulp prices has naturally caused the 
buyers to adopt an attitude of great caution in their purchases. If 
this caution is carried too far it might entail an element of risk. If 
stocks of pulp in certain countries are brought down to such a low 
level as to bring about a sudden and simultaneous replenishment 
parallel with the covering of rising needs, the stabilization of the 
market might be endangered. In this connection, the Committee 
wishes to draw attention to the extreme market fluctuations from 
1949 onward. 


Yarn Production in the Cotton Industry 


PRODUCTION of cotton, spun rayon and mixture yarn during the 
week ended October 25 was 17-01 million Ib. compared with 16-82 
million Ib. in the previous week and 22-44 million Ib. during the 
corresponding week last year.

how prices (average values) of those imports or exports compare with 
prices of the same goods in the base year. 

While they are useful as a means of deflating current values to the 
price level of the base year, they do not give a reliable indication of 
price movements over short periods, since they are influenced by 
changes in composition of trade as well as by price movements. For 
short-term movements in import and export prices (as reflected by 
Trade Account unit values) the monthly price index numbers, which 
are based on a representative selection of imports and exports, are 
preferable ; these are computed by using fixed quantity weights 
from month to month and are not therefore affected by changes in 
the composition of trade. The monthly import and export price 
index numbers for September and the preceding twelve months were 
published in the Board of Trade Journal, October 25, 1952, while in 
the issue of September 27, monthly indices from January 1950 
to August 1951 were given. 
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Survey of Seventh Session of Contracting Parties to 
General Agreement on Tarifls and Trade 


HE Seventh Session of the Contracting Parties to the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade opened in Geneva on October 2 
and concluded on November 10. Representatives were present 
from 31 of the Governments parties to the Agreement and observers 
from cight other Governments including (by invitation of the 
Contracting Parties at the beginning of the Session) the Government 
of Japan. Observers were also present from various inter-govern- 
mental organizations, including the Organization for European 
Economic Co-operation and the International Monetary Fund, and 
from the High Authority of the European Coal and Steel Com- 
munity. Mr. J. Melander (Norway) was re-elected as Chairman 
and Mr. J. A. Tonkin (Australia) was re-elected Vice-Chairman. 
The matters of main interest dealt with at the Session may be 
summarized as follows :— 


Accession of Japan 


On July 18, 1952, the Government of Japan notified its desire to 
carry out tariff negotiations with a view to acceding to the General 
Agreement under the procedure approved at the Sixth Session for 
the conduct of tariff negotiations otherwise than at a full-scale con- 
ference. In their comments on this application, a number of con- 
tracting parties had indicated that, because of Japan’s importance 
in international trade, they considered the question should first be 
examined by the Contracting Parties at a regular session. 

The Japanese request was accordingly considered at the Seventh 
Session. ‘The general feeling was that the application raised issues 
of such importance and complexity that a good deal more study 
would have to be given to them before the Contracting Parties could 
reach a decision. It was therefore agreed that the conditions and 
timing under which the Japanese application should be pursued should 
be studied by the Intersessional Committee referred to below. The 
Committee was instructed to make a detailed examination of the 
matters involved and to prepare a report for the Contracting Parties. 

In preparation for the first meeting of the Committee at the 
beginning of February 1953, the Japanese representative provided 
during the Session certain information about various aspects/ of the 
economic and commercial policy of the Japanese Government. 


International Chamber of Commerce 
Resolutions 

The Contracting Parties gave further consideration to six resolu- 
tions, passed by the International Chamber of Commerce at its 
Thirteenth Conzress, relating to administrative barriers to trade. 
During the Sixth Session three of these resolutions were considered 
and the Contracting Parties drew up first drafts of a Convention on 
the import of commercial samples and advertising material, and 
of recommendations on documentary requirements for imports 
and on consular formalities. 


These drafts were referred to Governments intersessionally and 
were reconsidered during the Seventh Session in the light of com- 


ments received. In addition, the Contracting Parties during the 
Seventh Session considered the other three resolutions, viz., those on 
valuation, on the nationality of manufactured goods and on 
formalities connected with quantitative restrictions; they also 
considered a further resolution on the sanctity of contracts. On 
all these matters, the relevant Working Party took the opportunity 
of consulting a delegation from the International Chamber of 
Commerce which visited Geneva specially for that purpose. They 
also heard statements on the subject of valuation of imported goods 
for customs purposes from representatives of the European Customs 
Union Study Group. 

The Contracting Parties authenticated the text of a Convention 
to Facilitate the Importation of Commercial Samples and Advertising 
Material. The text as adopted by the Contracting Parties is more 
liberal than the draft drawn up at the Sixth Session. "The Convention 
will be opened for signature on February 1, 1953, at the Headquarters 
of the United Nations. 

The Contracting Parties also adopted the recommendations on 
documentary requirements and consular formalities as modified 
during the Seventh Session. As regards documentary require- 
ments, the proposal to combine in one standard form the commercial 
invoice, the consular invoice and the certificate of origin has for the 


time being been dropped as unworkable but it was decided that 
governments should be asked to report not later than August 1, 1954, 
what steps they have taken to bring their practices into conformity 
with the recommendations. On consular formalities, the Con- 
tracting Parties recommend their progressive abolition, this process 
to be completed by December 31, 1956, the first step being the pro- 
gressive reduction of consular fees; they also recomfhend a set of 
rules for use by governments in the interim period; these include a 
$100 exemption limit for consular invoicing formalities and provision 
for certification by alternative authorities in cases where there is no 
consular representative in the exporting country. 


The Contracting Parties did not consider that the time was yet 
ripe for drawing up an international definition of value for customs 
purposes but invited Governments to submit reports to show how 
far their practices were in accordance with Article VII of the General 

ment. Similarly, the Contracting Parties recommended that 
further study of the existing practices of governments in determining 
the nationality of imported goods should be instituted. 


Finally, the Contracting Parties recommended to governments 
that they should, when imposing or intensifying quantitative restric- 
tions, make every effort permitted by the exigencies of their economic 
position, not to interfere with the fulfilment of bona fide contracts 
and should give prompt consideration to all individual cases, es- 
pecially where perishable or seasonal ities were in ! 


European Coal and Steel Community 


The Treaty constituting the European Coal and Steel Community 
and the annexed Convention containing the Transitional Provisions 
(the Schuman Plan) is now in force and the High Authority has indi- 
cated that it proposes to create a common market for coal by 
February 10, 1953, and for steel by April 10,1953. The six members 
of the Community (Belgium, France, Germany, Italy, Luxembourg 
and the Netherlands) are contracting parties to the G.A.T.T., and 
certain of the provisions of the Treaty and Convention could not 
be carried out by them in conformity with their obligations under 
the G.A.T.T. They accordingly requested the Contracting Parties 
to grant them certain waivers from their obligations. 


The Contracting Parties examined the provisions of the Treaty 
and decided that the objectives set out therein appeared to be broadly 
consistent with the objectives of the General Agreement. They 
accordingly decided to grant to the member-countries certain 
specific waivers to permit them to eliminate customs duties and 
import and export restrictions on trade with one another in coal and 
steel products without having to extend these benefits to countries 
outside the Community; to enable the preferences accorded in the 
French overseas territories to coal and steel products originating in 
the European territory of France to be extended to those products 
when originating in the European territories of other member- 
countries of the Community; to permit the Benelux Governments 
in accordance with the Transitional Convention to impose tariff 
quotas on certain steel products and ultimately to raise the duties 
by not more than 2 per cent. ad valorem as part of the arrangement for 
instituting a common tariff for the products subject to the Treaty 
and Convention, and to enable Belgium for a period of seven years 
to impose protective import restrictions, on a non-discriminatory 
basis, on imports of coal products in order to carry out the provisions 
of the Convention regarding the isolation of the Belgian coal market. 


In view of the uncertainties and risks which the setting up of a 
common market would involve for countries which relied to a large 
extent on the production of the member-countries for supplies of 
coal and steel and on the markets of those countries as an outlet for 
their exports of some of their coal and steel products, the Con- 
tracting Parties set out, as part of the Decision, the objectives of the 
Treaty and the declared intentions and commitments of the Com- 
munity to pursue constructive trade policies towards outside countries. 
The Decision was based on the principle that the governments of 
the member-countries should be enabled to act for the purposes 
of the G.A.T.T., in so far as this could be shown to be necessary for 
the accomplishment of the objectives of the Treaty and the Con- 
vention and of the tasks of the Community and its institutions under 
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those instruments, as if the European territories of those countries 
constituted the territories of a single contracting party to the G.A.T.T. 
in so far as coal and steel products were concerned. 


Imports into Ceylon 


Under Article XVIII of the General Agreement a contracting 
party may obtain authority to impose non-discriminatory protective 
measures for the purposes of economic development. At the Third 
Session of the Contracting Parties the Government of Ceylon was 
given a release, under the provisions of Article XVIII, from certain 
of its obligations under the General Agreement in order to enable it 
to regulate, under the Industrial Products Act of 1949, the import of a 
number of commodities in the interest of facilitating the sale of the 
comparable local product. During the Seventh Session Ceylon 
was authorized by the Contracting Parties to take similar measures 
in respect of four additional products (cotton towels and towelling, 
cotton banians, rubber footwear and dried fish). 


U.S. Import Restrictions on Dairy Products 


During the Sixth Session a number of contracting parties com- 
plained that the restrictions applied by the United States Administra- 
tion under the provisions of Section 104 of the Defense Production 
Act to the importation of certain dairy products were inconsistent 
with the obligations of the United States under Article XI of the 
Agreement. The United States representative admitted that his 
Government was in breach of its obligations and indicated that the 
United States Administration intended to seek the repeal of 
Section 104. 

When the Defence Production Act was renewed in July 1952, 
however, Section 104 was retained, although with certain amend- 
ments. ‘These amendments had enabled the United States Ad- 
ministration to mitigate the severity of the restrictions in their 
application to imports of certain products from a number of countries 
but Section 104, as amended, was still inconsistent with the provisions 
of the General Agreement. 

At the Seventh Session a number of the dairy producing countries 
complained that their exports to the United States of the products 
covered by Section 104 were still being severely impeded. While 
recognizing the efforts which had been made by the United States 
Administration to secure the repeal of the Section and, failing that, 
to ease its application, these representatives drew attention to the 
wider implications of the United States legislation in discouraging 
exporters in their attempts to develop sales to the United States 
market. This view was strongly supported by representatives of 
other countries. 

In the circumstances the Contracting Parties adopted unanimously 
a Resolution expressing regret that the United States Government 
had not succeeded in its efforts to effect the repeal of Section 104 
of the Defense Production Act, noting that Section 104 as amended 
still required the maintenance of restrictions which were inconsistent 
with the provisions of the General Agreement and confirming that 
these restrictions had the effect of nullifying or impairing tariff con- 
cessions which the United States Government had undertaken to 
give under the Agreement and that the circumstances were serious 
enough to justify recourse by those countries immediately affected to 
Article XXIII (2) of the Agreement (under which countries may be 
authorized to take retaliatory action for breaches of the Agreement 
affecting their trade). ‘The Resolution goes on to recommend that 
the United States Government should continue its efforts to secure 
the repeal of Section 104 of the Defense Production Act as the only 
satisfactory solution of the problem and to request the United States 

overnment to report to the Contracting Parties as soon as possible 
and in any case not later than the opening of the Eighth Session on 
the action which they have taken. 

The Netherlands representative announced in the course of the 
discussion that his Government had decided to avail itself of its 
right to take retaliatory action and requested the Contracting Parties 
to authorize the Netherlands Government to suspend the application 
to the United States of its obligation under the General Agreement 
to the extent necessary to allow the Netherlands Government to 
impose an upper limit by quantity on imports of wheat flour from the 
United States during the calendar year 1953. The Contracting 
Parties granted the Netherlands Government the authorization 
requested. 


United Kingdom Purchase Tax 
At the Fifth Session of the Contracting Parties several govern- 
ments complained that the effect of the United Kingdom purchase 
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tax arrangements in relation to Utility goods was to discriminate 
against certain imports and that they were therefore inconsistent with 
the provisions of Article II] of the Agreement. The United Kingdom 
admitted that the arrangements complained of, as they then existed, 
did have an incidental and unintended Protective effect and 
indicated the United Kingdom’s intention of removing the cause of 
complaint as soon as possible. At the Sixth Session, held before 
the Douglas Committee had reported, the United Kingdom repre- 
sentative had to say that the government had not yet been able to 
find a solution to the problem. At the Seventh Session, however, 
the United Kingdom Delegation was able to report that, with the 
introduction of the “D” scheme, the United Kingdom purchase 
tax was now fully consistent with the provisions of the Agreement 
regarding internal taxation. 

The action taken by the United Kingdom Government to bring 
the purchase tax arrangements into conformity with its obligations 
under the General Agreement was noted with great satisfaction by 
the representatives of the Governments directly concerned. Warm 
appreciation of the United Kingdom’s scrupulous regard for its 
obligations under the Agreement and of the good example thus set 
was also expressed by the Chairman on behalf of the Contracting 
Parties as a whole. 


Consultations on Balance of Payments Questions 


The General Agreement requires that, from 1952 onwards, 
countries which continue to avail themselves of certain provisions 
of the Agreement permitting them to discriminate in their application 
of import restrictions shall consult the Contracting Parties as to 
their continued resort to discrimination. ‘These consultations form 
the counterpart, in the trade field, of the consultations which members 
of the International Monetary Fund are required to enter into with 
that organization with respect to the continued use of exchange 
restrictions. 

A number of contracting parties, including the United Kingdom, 
entered into consultations with the Contracting Parties at the Seventh 
Session with regard to their continued use of discriminatory import 
restrictions. 

The United Kingdom, together with some other contracting 
parties, also consulted with the Contracting Parties, under other 
provisions of the Agreement, with regard to the intensification of 
the restrictions on imports which has taken place in the last year. 


Belgian Import Restrictions on Dollar Goods 


The United States and Canadian Delegations had drawn attention 
during the Sixth Session to the introduction by the Belgian Govern- 
ment of restrictions on the import of certain goods from the dollar 
area, and had asked that the Belgian Government should enter into 
consultations with the Contracting Parties to determine whether the 
restrictions were in accord with the obligations of Belgium under the 


General Agreement. After some discussion, during the course of 
which the Belgian Delegation stated that it was possible the restric- 
tions might be removed in the near future, it was agreed not to pursue 
the matter further at that session. 

The matter was, however, raised again at a meeting, in February 
1952, of the Intersessional Committee, and the Committee set up a 
Working Party to consider the matter further, agreeing, however, 
not to convene it until the Internationa! Monetary Fund had held, 
and had notified the Contracting Parties of the outcome of, con- 
sultations which it was holding with Belgium with regard to that 
country’s continued use of exchange restrictions. 

The consultations of the International Monetary Fund with 
Belgium were aot concluded until shortly before the opening of the 
Seventh Session. At the Session the Belgian Delegation informed 
the Contracting Parties that the Belgian Government proposed to 
introduce shortly a relaxation of its dollar import restrictions, and 
on that basis the matter was left over until the announcement of the 
detailed measures to be taken by the Belgian Government. 


Reduction of Tariff Levels: French Plan 


At the Sixth Session the French Delegation had submitted for 
consideration proposals by which the tariffs of the contracting parties 
to the G.A.T.T. would be lowered by 30 per cent. in three yearly 
stages of 10 per cent. These proposals were referred at that Session 
to a Working Party which remitted them to a sub-group consisting 
of representatives of the principal Western European countries 
(including the United Kingdom) and Canada and the U.S.A. who 
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tariffs. 

At the Seventh Session the Working Party considered the report 
of its sub-group and examined, in particular, the applicability of the 
plan to those extra-European countries which had not been repre- 
sented on the sub-group. ‘Towards the end of the Seventh Session, 
France put forward proposals designed to make more likely general 
agreement among the contracting parties on a plan to be presented 
to Governments for consideration. The Contracting Parties agreed 
that the Working Party previously charged with the examination of 
the earlier French proposals should examine the new proposals 
intersessionally and report on them to the Contracting Parties at 
their Eighth Session. 


Council of Europe Plan for Lower Tariffs 


The technical implications of this plan were examined by a group 
of experts and their report will be transmitted by the Pind aten 
Parties to the Council. 


Arrangements for Intersessional Administration 


As the ad hoc Committee for Agenda and Intersessional Business 
established at the Sixth Session had proved to be of considerable 
value in dealing with urgent matters arising intersessionally and in 
com the material for the Seventh Session, the Contracting 

arties decided to continue this arrangement on broadly the -“ 
lines for the period between the Seventh and Eighth Sessions. 
particular this Intersessional Committee will study the matters aris 
from the application by the Government of Japan to enter into ta ng 
negotiations with a view to accession to the Agreement. The Com- 
mittee will also be available to deal with such disputes arising between 
individual contracting parties in the intersessional period 1s these 
contracting Parties care to refer to the Committee for settlement. 

€ composition of the Committee will be the same as before and 
will, as previously, be presided over by Mr. Melander (Norway) in 
his capacity as Chairman of the Contracting Parties. 


Wool Study Group Review 


World Situation 


THE FIFTH MEETING of the International Wool Study Group 
concluded at Church House, Westminster, on November 6. 
Representatives attended from Argentina, Australia, Belgium, 

Brazil, Canada, Chile, Denmark, Dominican Republic, Egypt, 

Federal Republic of Germany, Finland, France, India, Israel, Italy, 

Japan, Netherlands, New Zealand, Norway, Pakistan, Poland, 

Portugal, Irish Republic, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, Turkey, 

Union of South Africa, United Kingdom, United States, and Yugo- 

slavia, together with observers from the Commonwealth Economic 

Committee, Food and Agriculture Organization, International Wool 

Secretariat, International Wool Textile Organization, and 

Organization for European Economic Co-operation. 

The Group carried out a review of the world wool situation over 
the two years which have elapsed since the Fourth Meeting of the 
Group in 1950. Statements were received from the various delega- 
tions regarding the wool position in their several countries, with 
special reference to problems arising and developments of inter- 
national interest. The Group’s assessment of the statistical situation 

is as follows :— 

World production of virgin wool in 1951-52 (July-June) amounted 
to approximately 2,290 million Ib. clean, but an increase in carry-over 
stocks in producing countries at the end of the season reduced total 
disposals to 2,185 million Ib. Stocks of Argentina and Uruguay are 
estimated to have increased by 175 million Ib. clean, while in contrast 
the New Zealand carry-over of 70 million Ib. accumulated during the 
1950-51 season was liquidated during 1951-52. World consumption 
of virgin wool during the first nine months of 1952 has been running 
at an annual rate of 2,200 million Ib. Stocks in consuming countries 
as a whole (including stocks afloat and strategic reserves) showed little 
change, so that the approximate balance between consumption and 
disposals was the result of the build-up of stocks in South America. 

Total world production in 1952-53 is forecast on a greasy basis at 
4,000 million lb., compared with 3,935 million Ib. in 1951-52 and with 
a pre-war average of 3,788 million lb, The Australian clip is expected 
to show some recovery and is forecast at 1,100 million lb. greasy, 
compared with 1,050 million Ib. last season. Both the New Zealand 
and South African clips have continued to show a moderate increase, 
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and an increase has been recorded in the United States clip for the 
first time for over ten years ; it rose from 259 million Ib. in 1951 to 
270 million Ib. in 1952, though this revival may not continue. Only 

I changes are expected in other countries. Practically the whole 
of the increase in world production indicated in these figures is 
expected to consist of crossbred wool, merino production remaining 
unchanged. 

World consumption of wool declined almost continuously from the 
first quarter of 1950, though there was a moderate but temporary 
recovery in the last quarter of that year. It reached a low point in 
the third quarter of 1951 and since then consumption has risen 
steadily, though modestly. This trend has been experienced by most 
of the major consuming countries. The most important exception 
is Japan, whose consumption has continued to rise throughout 1950, 
1951 and 1952, although in 1951 consumption was still approximately 
only 60 per cent. of that in 1937. 


In the third quarter of this year world had reached 
an annual rate of 2,260 million Ib., compared with an annual rate of 
2,050 million Ib. at the low point in the third quarter of 1951. This 
increase in wool consumption does not, however, indicate any increase 
in the total amount of materials used in the wool textile industry. It 
was off-set by an arte | equivalent reduction in the use of 
materials other than virgin w 

The world clip for 1952-53 is provisionally estimated at 2,325 
million Ib. clean, so that only a relatively small further increase in 
current consumption would lead to a balance between world pro- 
duction and consumption. In addition to the current world clip, 
however, there is the large carry-over stock in South America, which 
at the end of last season appeared to be some 200 million Ib. clean in 
excess of normal. This could thus make total available supplies 
over 2,500 million Ib. On the other hand the British Government 
has already announced its intention to continue buying for the 
strategic stockpile during the 1952-53 season at approximately the 
same average rate as has applied since the stockpiling operation began 
(understood to be 50-60 million lb. clean annually). Tr countries 
have not supplied any information of this kind. 

Stocks in importing countries, including strategic reserves and 
stocks afloat, are estimated to have amounted to 840 million Ib. clean 
at the end of 1951, representing 44 months’ supply at the then current 
rate of consumption. Current stocks are estimated at just over 
4 months’ supply at the higher rate of consumption now prevailing. 

A more detailed statement reviewing the world wool situation will 
be available for publication in a week’s time by any member Govern- 
ment, or any Organization represented on the Group as an observer, 
which may wish to do so. 

The Group have taken note of the very effective work performed 
by their Technical Committee and Management Committee in the 
collection and prompt circulation to members of up-to-date quarterly 
reports on the world wool situation. They recognize the great 
importance in present circumstances of reliable statistics on wool, and 
they have noted with much pleasure the steady improvement in the 
standard of the statistics which have been made available to them. 


Books on Productivity 


A LIST of books, pamphlets and articles on productivity published 
in the United Kingdom from 1948 to 1952 has been prepared by 
Dr. L. Rostas, the United Kingdom delegate to the Productivity 
Studies Sub-Committee of the Organization for European Economic 
Co-operation as a British contribution to a bibliography on productivity 
covering all the O.E.E.C. countries as well as the United States of 
America. 

For the purpose of the bibliography the concept of productivity 
itself has been interpreted in the narrow sense ; but as regards 
institutions and factors affecting productivity, especially the humaa 
factor, a rather wider range of publications has been included. The 
intention is to cover a number of important publications giving the 
results of extensive research which have been inspired by the recent 
productivity campaign. No attempt is made however to be exhaustive 
on such subjects as general production and management problems, 
work measurement, and labour problems in general. Almost all 
the publications mentioned in the bibliography relate to productivity 
of labour and, consequently, literature on such more specialized 
subjects as fuel efficiency, or efficiency in the utilization of other 
materials, is not included.

United Kingdom Talks on Atomic 
Energy 


A CONFERENCE between representatives of Canada and the 
United Kingdom was held at the Atomic Energy Research Estab- 
lishment, Harwell, on November 7 and 8 to discuss technical policy 
in the atomic energy field. 

Canada was represented by Dr. C. J. Mackenzie, Dr. W. B. Lewis 
and Mr. I. N. Mackay, and the United Kingdom Delegation was led 
by Lord Cherwell, Lt.-Gen. Sir Frederick Morgan (Controller of 
Supplies Atomic Energy) and Sir John D. Cockcroft (Director of 
Atomic Energy, Research Establishment) and Sir Christopher Hinton 
(Deputy Controller of Supplies Atomic Energy). 

Prior to the conference, the Canadian Delegation visited the United 
Kingdom Atomic Energy Production Establishments. 

The conference has provided an opportunity fora review of Canadian 
and United Kingdom Technical Policies on atomic energy matters 
of common interest. 

The agenda included a discussion of the immediate and long-term 
objectives of the Canadian and United Kingdom programmes on the 
industrial application of atomic energy ; of the economics of nuclear 
power production and of the production of special materials required 
for these programmes. 


National Production Advisory 
Council on Industry 


AT the invitation of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, the Association 

of British Chambers of Commerce and the National Union of 
Manufacturers were represented on the National Production Advisory 
Council on Industry for the first time when Mr. Harry Yates, 
President of the A.B.C.C., and Mr. C. S. Garland of the N.U.M., 
attended the meeting of the Council which took place on November 7. 
Also present for the first time as members of the Council were Mr. J. 
Crawford and Mr. J. A. Birch as additional representatives of the 
Trades Union Congress. 

The functions of the National Production Advisory Council on 
Industry are to advise Ministers upon industrial conditions and 
general production questions (excluding matters which are normally 
handled by the joint organization of employers and trade unions in 
connection with wages and conditions of employment) and on subjects 
arising from the proceedings of the Regional Boards for Industry. 

‘The Council now consists of nine representatives of the employers’ 
organizations, nominated by the Federation of British Industrics, 
the British Employers’ Confederation, the National Union of Manu- 
facturers and the Association of British Chambers of Commerce ; 
nine representatives of the Trades Union Congress; the Chairman of 
each of the 11 Regional Boards for Industry; and two representatives 
of the Nationalized Industries. Meetings are attended by Ministers 
of Departments mainly concerned with industry and by other 
Ministers as necessary. 


New British Productivity Council 
Takes Over 


THE British Productivity Council was formally established on 
November 5. The new organization is on a broader basis than 
its predecessor, the United Kingdom Section of the Anglo-American 
Council on Productivity, whose work it is taking over as well as 
engaging in fresh activities. 

In addition to representatives of the British Employers’ Confedera- 
tion, the Federation of British Industries and the Trades Union 
Congress—the constituent bodies of the A.A.C.P. since its inception 
34 years ago—the Council includes representatives of the Association 
of British Chambers of Commerce, the National Union of Manu- 
facturers and the nationalized industries. 

Each of the participating bodies will subscribe directly to the funds 
of the Council. Subject to the approval of Parliament a Government 
grant will also be available. 

Sir Peter Bennett was appointed chairman of the Council at its 
first meeting in London on November 5. Mr. Lincoln Evans was 
appointed Deputy Chairman. Sir Peter Bennett was one of the 
Joint Chairmen of the United Kingdom Section of the A.A.C.P. 
until his appointment (which he resigned earlier this year) as 
Parliamentary Secretary at the Ministry of Labour. Mr. Lincoln 
Evans, General Secretary of the Iron and Steel Trades Confederation 
was one of the Joint Chairmen of the A.A.C.P. up to the time of the 
formation of the British Productivity Council. 

The Council, whose aim will be to seek to engage the active interest 
of industry in the pursuit of high productivity and to give it all possible 
help in its independent activities, will meet shortly to consider in detail 
the extent and nature of its future p

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New Attractions at the British Industries Fair 


in Coronation Year 


British Industries Fair in Coronation Year (April 27 to 

May 8, 1953) will be 2s exhibition for all—overseas buyers, home 

buyers, and all the family, because for the first time since the 

war all three sections will be open to the public every afternoon and 
ali day on Saturday. 

Visitors will see for the first time a “ sectional city” made up of 
athena pene buildings specially designed for export markets. 

‘eatured on the first floor at Earls Court, this section will include a 
complete school, a clinic, and several types of dwelling house. 

Another new section, this time at Olympia, will be that devoted 
to small craft. It will include sea-going yachts in full sail, with 
masts towering up to 60 feet, together with cabin cruisers, racing 
hydroplanes, one-man sailing boats, dinghies, and nautical equipment. 

The main display in London, however, will be the textiles and 
clothing section at Earls Court, where some 200 exhibitors will 
occupy 120,000 sq. ft. of space—almost the entire ground floor. 
It promises to be a colourful spectacle, with leading firms planning 
large-scale prestige exhibits on Royal themes, and many smaller 
stands intended to show special fabrics and clothing reflecting tra- 
ditional State ceremony. Daily fashion parades are proposed, and it 
has been suggested that a vast staircase at one end of the hall shall 
form a backcloth against which heralds will introduce teams of 
mannequins. Independent parades are being organized by clothing 
exhibitors to illustrate their products in actual wear. 

The Commonwealth display at Earls Court will be bigger than 
ever, occupying a site of nearly 10,000 sq. ft. where 23 Common- 
wealth Governments will display the skills and riches of their 
territories. 


Workers Day at Birmingham 


Works parties from all over the country are expected at Castle 
Bromwich, where the of the heavier engineering industries 
are shown, on Saturday, May 2, their traditional ‘‘ Workers Day.” 

Already, six months before the opening, a small army of designers, 
architects and technicians is planning the disposition of a million sq. ft. 
of timber for flooring, another million sq. ft. for shell stands; 
250,000 sq. yds. of muslin for stand roofs and draperies, and two miles 
of carpets and floor coverings. Others are working out the positioning 
of 10,000 electric light fittings and 1,000 miles of wiring. Decorators 
will order 12,000 gallons of paint. Engineers are working on plans 
for the installation of 6,000 telephones. Accountants must compute 
the cost of the four million units of electricity which exhibitors and 
the administration will use. Caterers are thinking ahead of the 
1,020,000 cooked meals which it is estimated the visitors and staff 
will consume. 

The Fair runs for 11 days but takes a year to organize. In time, 
materials, exhibits, space, services and promotion, it is reckoned to 
be worth £10 million. 

In the past few months the authorities have been approaching 
pean exhibitors, drawing up space bookings, and making the 

lueprints of stands. A world-wide campaign to attract buyers from 
all over the world has begun. During September the first B.I.F. 
advertisements appeared in the Press of Australia and New Zealand. 
The first letters went out in an overseas direct mail campaign which will 
reach 130,000 known buyers in 60 countries. The advance edition 
of the catalogue, which is in itself a valuable reference guide to 
British industry, has gone to press and will be ready for distribution 
by sea and air all over the world at the end of the year. Going out 
shortly will be 400,000 descriptive booklets in nine languages, 70,000 
posters, 40,000 showcards. Eight million coloured sticker stamps 
will be used on official and commercial correspondence to draw 
attention to the Fair. Later the G.P.O. will frank 300 million 
letters with its dates. 
home buyers will include a direct mail letter and the 
250,000 folders. 


A Significant Fair 


In many ways the British Industries Fair in 1953 is expected to 
approximate more closely than its immediate predecessors to a typical 
pre-war B.I.F. With the export drive in a critical phase, exhibitors 


In the New Year a special campaign to es 


will make every possible appeal to visiting buyers. They will offer 
new ideas, new methods, new materials. In many cases they will be 
able to quote lower prices and faster deliveries than were possible a 
year before. At the same time, increases in productivity allied with 
temporary restrictions in some overseas markets will make it possible 
for many firms to give more attention to the needs of their customers 
at home. The public will, for the first time since before the war, 
get a pre-view of goods they may reasonably expect to find in the 
shops within a few weeks of their initial presentation. Within the 
three buildings visitors will be able to inspect the products of about 
2,000 manufacturers, occupying some million sq. ft. of stand space.

This will admit the buyer to all sections throughout the period of 
the Fair. Day tickets will be available as an alternative, at an 
charge of 2s. 6d. to each building.

Apart from the representative displays of Commonwealth Govern- 
ments in the Commonwealth Section at Earls Court, the B.I.F. is 
restricted to the exhibition of products manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. More than 80 industries will be represented in 30 groups 
of allied trades. Visitors interested in fashion wear are reminded 
that during the London Fashion Fortnight, which opens on May 27, 
British clothing manufacturers will be holding parades of their 
advance collections in the London showrooms.

Visitors 
may also travel from Paddington station, London, to Snow Hill 
station, Birmingham, whence there is a special bus to Castle 
Bromwich. There will also be frequent trains between New Street 
station, Birmingham, and Castle Bromwich. 

The exhibition buildings at Olympia and Earls Court, London, 
are easily reached by trains running every few minutes on the Under- 
ground railway from Central London and the West End. There are 
also frequent bus services to Olympia. During the Fair there will be 
een Earls Court and Olympia; 
the journey takes five minutes and will be free of charge to buyers and 
exhibitors. 

The Birmingham section of the Fair has its own airfield at Castle 
Bromwich. 

Visitors who wish to bring their own cars should apply to their 
national motoring association for an International Circulation Permit. 
There are ample facilities for parking at all three sections of the Fair. 


Enquiry Bureaux 


B.I.F. Enquiry Bureaux will be opened at the main railway stations 
(Euston, Liverpool Street, Paddington, St. Pancras, Waterloo and 
Victoria) every day, including Sundays, from Thursday, April 23 to 
Friday, May 8. At Birmingham there will be B.I.F. Enquiry 
Bureaux at Snow Hill and New Street stations and at the Chamber of 
Commerce. At all three sections of the Fair itself the Board of 
‘Trade will have bureaux where buyers can obtain information about 
export and import regulations, invoicing requirements, certificates of 
origin, currency regulations, patents, trade marks, etc. 

In each of the Fair buildings there will be a club for the exclusive 
use of overseas visitors. Each club will have a reception officer, 
refreshments will be available, and letters may be addressed c/o the 
Overseas Buyers Club. Representatives of the British Travel 
Association will advise on tours and holidays, and the Automobile 
Association will provide information on motoring. The following 
services will also be available: shorthand and typewriting, inter- 
preters, international and trunk telephones, postal and telegraphic 
services; banking facilities, British and overseas newspapers 
trade journals, information about recreations and entertainments. 
There will be free services of interpreters in and some 
Asiatic languages. 


Imported Woodwork for Sewing Machines 


THE Treasury have made the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 12) 
Order, 1952, which amends the present scheme for the allowance of 
drawback of Customs duty paid on 

(a) imported square-sawn wood and timber 

(b) imported veneers 
used in the manufacture of certain sewing machine woodwork which 
is exported or shipped as stores. 

To meet altered conditions, the rate of drawback for square-sawn 
wood and timber so used is increased from 8d. to 1s. 1d. per cubic 
foot, and the rate for veneers so used is decreased from 8s. to 5s. 9d. 
per cubic foot; stand legs and auxiliary tables are added to the list 
of manufactured articles on which drawback is payable; and amend- 
ments are also made to the quantities of imported materials to be 
taken into account in calculating the drawback on the other articles 
in the Order. 

The Order which came into operation yesterday has been published 
as Statutory Instruments 1952, No. 1934, price 2d., 3$d. by post, 
from H.M. Stationery Office, Ki y, London, W.C.2, 
branches.

QWHEN the Utility schemes for textiles and clothing were brought 
to an end, in March 1952, most of the industries concerned

pot by this means to ensure that at least the same levels of quality 
could be maintained. It was also agreed that wherever possible the 
B.S.I. “ Kite” mark would replace the former Utility mark as a 
ce eae to consumers that the goods bearing the mark were, in fact, 

standard ” and represented sound value for money. 

e ° British Standards Institution announce that in the last six 
months discussions and negotiations have been initiated with every 
one of the score or more of separate industrial groups concerned in 
the production of “ Utility” goods, and a good deal of progress 
towards the declared objectives has already been made. The current 
position is summarized below. 


Standards Published 


Domestic bedding (excluding cellular rubber bedding). B.S. 
1877 lays down quality specifications for seven types of mattresses, 
and for pillows and bolsters. Use of the B.S.1. Certification Mark is 
compulsory under this standard, in the sense that licensed use of the 
mark is the only permitted method of claiming conformity with the 
standard. Licences to use the mark in this way have already been 
granted to more than 150 bedding manufacturers. A scheme of 
inspection to ensure maintenance of quality in materials and methods 
used by licensees is in operation. 

Safety boots A new British Standard (B.S. 1870) 
sets out material and manufacturing requirements for men’s safety 
footwear with steel toe-caps, including those for general industrial 
use and miners’ boots. ‘he standard specifies minimum require- 
ments both to afford protection against blows and to ensure satisfactory 
wear. The Certification Mark is also compulsory under this standard, 
and will be supervised by inspection and laboratory tests. In parallel 
with this, B.S. 953, which lays down strength tests for protective toe- 
caps, has been revised. 

Infants’ and girls’ light outerwear. A new edition of B.S. 1662 
has been published, in which the B.S. size system and the accom- 
panying standards of workmanship are applied to an extended range 
of children’s clothing. ‘The question of applying a B.S.I. certification 
mark to these and other types of finished garments is under discussion 
with the relevant sections of the clothing industry, but final decisions 
will probably have to await the settlement of standards for the various 
types of textile fabrics from which the garments are made. 


Drafts Prepared 

Fabrics. In this connection, draft standards for comment are 
now in circulation for the following :—Cotton apparel cloths, cotton 
household textiles and handkerchiefs ; properties of woven rayon 
lingerie fabrics and woven rayon dress and blouse fabrics ; warp 
knitted fabrics of rayon ; glossary of wool terms. 

Industrial overalls. A new standard (B.S. 1907) to be published 
shortly, specifies minimum measurements and standards of workman- 
ship for both men’s and women’s industrial overalls. 

Woollen berets. A “ complete” standard for berets to be issued 
shortly specifies materials, size, weight, dyes, colour- and shrink- 
fastness and other essential qualities. A voluntary ing scheme 
will operate. 

Children’s footwear. A draft standard defining quality of 
materials and workmanship is in circulation for comment, and 
discussions are well advanced for a marking scheme to be introduced 
after the standard is settled. 

gowns for women and girls. A draft standard in 
circulation deals with rational sizing and with workmanship. = 
again, the question of quality marking must await completion of 
relevant cloth standards. 


Future Work 


Standards for a variety of other items are under discussion, including 
rubber-proofed cloth and garments and rubber footwear. 

The development of voluntary standards is a slower process than 
was involved in the compulsory specifications which formed part of 
the Utility schemes ; but there is no doubt that in a few months’ 
time the B.S.I. “‘ Kite ” mark will be a familiar sight on many types 
of goods in the shops, and it will become progressively more significant 
to consumers as a quality guarantee on which they can rely. 
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Import of Flower Bulbs, Corms 
and Tubers 


NOTICE to Importers No. 499 (see Board of Trade Journal for 
May 31, 1952, page 1094) announced the ts for the 
import of flower bulbs, corms and tubers (excluding dahlia tubers) 
from Holland, France and Belgium for the period ending December 31, 
1952. Arrangements for imports in the period January 1-June 
30, 1953, have now been made and are set out in Notice to 
Importers No. 524 below. 
Imports from Holland 

2. The Dutch authorities have agreed to continue the procedure 
announced in Notice to Importers No. 499 under which they limit 
their exports of flower bulbs, corms and tubers (excluding dahlia 
tubers) to the United Kingdom to an agreed figure. For the period 
January 1-Jume 30, 1953, this figure will be £275,000 c.i-f. 
There is thus no need for import quotas to be fixed by the United 
Kingdom authorities and flower bulbs, corms and tubers (excluding 
dahlia tubers) from Holland will remain on Open General Licence 
as at present. Import licences will not be required. 

3. The arrangements for the allocation of the quota will be 
amended as from January 1,1953. The Dutch authorities will continue 
to issue the allocations, but from January 1, 1953 these will be issued to 
United Kingdom importers instead of to Dutch exporters as at present. 
Allocations for the first half of 1953 will be calculated on the basis of 
60 per cent. of imports from Holland on invoices dated between 
January 1 and June 30, 1952. 

4. In addition, a small part of the agreed quota is available for 
allocation to importers of bulbs imported on invoices between 
November 19, 1951 and June 30, 1952. This allocation will be about 
12} per cent. of the ex-warehouse value (including cost and packing) 
as stated in the invoice. Persons who imported een November 
19 and December 31, 1951, must apply to the Dutch Bulb 
Exporters Association, Kaenaupark, 29, Haarlem, by December 10, 
1952, stating whether they wish to take up their allocation. Persons 
who imported after January 1, 1952, will receive their additional 
allocation without such application. 

5. United Kingdom importers receiving allocations will be free 
to place their orders with the Dutch suppliers of their choice. 
Importers will be notified of their quotas by about January 15, 1953 ; 
if quota holders have not placed orders by March 1, 1953, their 
entitlement will lapse and their share of the quota will be re-allocated. 
As before, some provision will be made for new importers and for 
cases of special hardship, under the supervision of the Joint Com- 
mittee of Bulb Importers and Exporters which has been set up with 
the assistance of the Ministry of Agriculture, and which will also 
investigate any complaints. 

6. Claims of hardship arising out of these arrangements and 
applications by intending new importers must be lodged with the 
Joint Committee at 45 Bedford Square, London, W.C.1, by 
December 10, 1952. 


Imports from France and Belgium 
7. Import licences will continue to be required for imports from 
France and Belgium.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry asked in Parliament. 


MONDAY NOVEMBER 10 


Orders for Woodware 


The Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, stated that during 
the three months ended October 31, 1952, 341 orders for woodware 
were placed by his Department to the value of £902,000. The 
number of woodworking firms on the Ministry's lists was 923. 


Cars for the Home Market 


Mr. Sandys stated that at the request of the Government, manu- 
facturers were continuing to export as many motor vehicles as 
possible. ‘The balance would be available for sale on the home market. 


Supplies of Steel and Iron 


The Minister of Supply was asked what quantities of steel had 
arrived from the United States of America against the p: 
supply of 1,000,000 tons during 1952; and whether the full estimated 
quantity would be made available to United Kingdom manufacturers 
and Government de ts and factories by December 31, 1952. 

Mr. Sandys replied that the quantities specified in the Washington 
Agreement related to deliveries at works in America or elsewhere. 
By October 31 about 600,000 tons of steel, pig iron and scrap had 
arrived in the United Kingdom. A further 200,000 tons was expected 
to arrive by the end of the year. 

Mr. Sandys further stated that during 1952 this country also 
expected to import steel equivalent to two million ingot tons mainly 
from Western Europe, North America and Japan. 

In the six months, March to August 1952, total steel supplies from 
all sources available for home consumption and exports were 8°49 million 
ingot tons compared with 8-36 million ingot tons in the corresponding 
period of 1951. 

Total supplies in 1952 should be rather above 18 million ingot 
tons. Although this was about one million tons above the rate in 
1951, it still fell short of present requirements. 


Expenditure on Research 


Mr. Sandys was asked why his department increased its expenditure 
on research and development from £82,248,000 in 1951-52 to 
£100,500,000 in 1952-53. He replied that apart from one or two 
items, such as the rise in wage rates, the increase in expenditure 
reflected the increased effort which was going into the development 
of new weapons and equipment. 


TUESDAY NOVEMBER 11 


Release of Enemy Property 

A questioner asked what were the total number of applications made 
for the ex-gratia release of enemy property to victims of racial or 
other discriminatory laws ; how many had been granted ; how many 
finally refused ; how many were still under consideration ; and what 
was the value of each of these three categories. 

The Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. H. R. Mackeson, circulated 
the following answer in the Official Report :—

Board of Trade Staff 

A Member asked the President why the staff of his Commercial 
Relations and Exports rtment had increased from 742 in 1951-52 
to 790 in 1952-53. Mr. Mackeson replied that it became necessary 
in the course of 1951-52 to provide additional staff to deal with an 
extension of export licensing control over a wide range of goods, and 
the provision in the 1952-53 estimates reflected that increase. 

Since November 1, 1951, there had, in fact, been a decrease of 53 
in the number of staff employed in the Commercial Relations and 
Exports Department. 

Basic Services in Development Areas 
Asked what grants and loans had been made each year from 1945 


for the improvement of basic services in each Development Area as 
authorized by Section 3 of the Distribution of Industry Act, 1948: 
and what were the estimated grants and loans for 1952-53, the 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry Strausa, 
gave the following information in the Official Report :—

Inquiry on Weights and Measures 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
was asked whether he had yet come to a decision about legislation, 
following the Report of the Committee of Inquiry on Weights and 

easures. 


The President said he had given very careful consideration to the 
Report, and he found himself in very general agreement with the 
decisions reached by his predecessor, which he announced in the 
House on May 10 last year. Action had already been started on those 
recommendations which do not involve legislation. With a view to 
the embodiment in legislation of a considerable number of recom- 
mendations which were designed to remove anomalies and confusion 
and bring the law into accord with modern conditions, he was arranging 
final consultations with the trading, local authority and other interests 
concerned. On certain other major recommendations suggesting 
more fundamental changes, such as those relating to wholesale 
transactions and the responsibility for administration, decision must 
await the results of further consultations which he was starting. Her 
Majesty’s Government were not prepared to proceed with the 
recommendation for the eventual abandonment of the Imperial for 
the Metric System of Weights and Measures. Consultation with 
countries of the Commonwealth had, however, shown widespread 
support for the suggestion that a firm and legally defined relationship 
between the Imperial pound and yard and the International metre 
and kilogram should be established. On account of the wide 
variety of the recommendations and extensive nature of the 
tions, the legislation would not be introduced for some time. 


Landings at Scottish Ports 


The President was asked if he would state the quantities of tomatoes, 
lums and strawberries landed at Scottish ports during the months of 
ay, June, July, August and September, r tively, in the current 
year, compared with corresponding figures bor the same months in 
1950 and 1951; and if he would state the countries of origin of these 
imports, and indicate the volume received from each. 


The President gave the table below showing the quantities of fresh 
tomatoes imported through Scottish ports during May, June, July, 
August and September 1951 and 1952, and the countries from which 
they were consigned. There were no imports of plums or strawberries 
during these periods. Corresponding figures for 1950 were not 
available in similar detail but total imports through Scottish ports 
during that year were: 34,832 cwts. of fresh tomatoes and 861 cwts. 
of plums, greengages and damsons. There were no imports of 
strawberries in 1950.

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Movements in Wholesale Prices in October 


HE FURTHER small decline of 1-0 per cent. in the basic materials 

index in October was largely due to the substantial fall of 31-4 

per cent. in the average price of lead during the month, which, 
together with a fall of 5-0 per cent. in raw cotton prices, more than 
offset a 4-6 per cent. rise in the price of raw wool. A big reduction in 
the price of molasses at the end of September, together with smaller 
reductions in the prices of zinc, rubber, and wood pulp, was accom- 
panied by increases in the prices of sisal, aluminium, tin, and hides 
and skins. 

Each of the four other indices for materials used in industry also 
fell in October, the greatest fall, of 1-7 per cent., being in the building 
and civil engineering materials index. Although this primarily 
reflected the lower prices of both lead and zinc, it also resulted from 
reductions in the prices of cement, hardboard and paint. The smaller 
fall, of 1-0 per cent., in the price of house building materials was 
mainly due to the lower weights carried by paint, cement and zinc in 
that index. The reductions in prices of 0-5 and 1-0 per cent. 


respectively for mechanical e' d electrical mach inery 
materials differed mainly coats of the eflect of the fall in price of 
laminated materials, which appear only in the latter index. Among 
other items contributing to the more substantial fall in the index of 
electrical machinery materials were brass ingots (with a reduction in 
price of 1-7 per cent.), which carry a greater weight in this index. 


Only two of the industrial output price indices fell by more than 
one point in October, namely those for manufactured stationery 
(down 3:1 per cent.) and synthetic resins and plastic materials (down 
1-9 per cent.). Made-up clothing also fell very slightly. The prices 
of hosiery and knitted goods, which—after falling for twelve months— 

to rise in September, rose further in October. 


Among the commodity indices the most noticeable changes in 
October other than those referred to above, were in cotton yarn 
(down 6:1 per cent.), and ethyl alcohol (down 11-9 per cent.). The 
prices of acetic acid and shellac also fell.

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Output and Employment in the Cotton Industry 


Further Recovery in September 


HE SEPTEMBER figures show that there were further improve- 

ments in production, employment and machine activity in all 

sections of the cotton industry in the month, though production 
remained substantially lower than at the latter end of last year, before 
the recession began. Allowance needs to be made for the short 
holidays taken in many cotton districts during September in comparing 
the figures for this month with those for other months. 


Production 


Total single yarn production at its lowest point in May was little 
more than half the highest rate reached towards the end of last year ; 
in September it is estimated to have been at a rate 9 per cent. 
higher than in August, but still 31 per cent. less than the peak rate. 
Yarn production has continued to increase during October, and in 
the week ending October 25 was 17°01 million lb,; this compares with 
224 million Ib. in October and November last year. Production of 
spun rayon and mixture yarns has regained—and in October, exceeded 
—last year’s peak rate ; production of mixture yarn of cotton and 
rayon in particular has increased remarkably, and in September was 
half as much again as at the end cf last year. 

The waste spinning section continues to be less severely affected 


by the recession than the other sections of the spinning industry. 
Doubling also had in earlier months been less affected than spinning, 
but output has continued at a low level in the last few months, and 
appears now to be rather lower than output in spinning in relation to 
last year. 

Production of cloth was never reduced quite so severely as yarn 
production, and the lowest point was not reached until June, when it 
had been reduced by nearly 40 per cent. ; in September, however, the 
rate of cloth production was about 16 per cent. higher than in June. 
Production of rayon and mixture cloths has improved more rapidly 
than production of cotton cloth, and in September represented over 
27 per cent. of the total production of cloth recorded. 
Employment 

The end-September figures of numbers at work relate to a week 
free from holidays, and provide the first reliable indication of changes 
in employment since the end of May. The total has risen from 
220,000 then to 234,000—but compares with just over 300,000 in 
November 1951. It may be noted that the reductions in employment 
have been—and remain—smaller the reductions in output.

There is no longer any need to import supplies of pure germanium 
to this country for electrical purposes according to the Report of the 
Director of Radio Research. Improved methods of purification and 
analysis have been found which make it possible to produce from 
British flue dusts germanium which can be used for making efficient 
and reliable rectifiers and transistors. 

Most of the research work of the station was concerned with the 
study of radio wave propagation over the whole frequency band. 
Wave propagation in the ionosphere was investigated with the aid 
of the measurements made at the observatories of the Department 
and at those maintained by other countries.

much as the combing section, and output of worsted yarn in September 
was only 17 per cent. below the peak rate of November 1950. The 
main recovery in demand has occurred in the hosiery trade, which in 
September was taking worsted yarns at nearly as high a rate as ever ; 
consumption in weaving however was still about 20 per cent. down. 
Deliveries of woven fabrics also were at a rate higher than in 
August, but 8 per cent. lower than in September 1951, when cloth 
output had fallen less than output at earlier stages of manufacture. 
Since May, which was the worst month this year, deliveries of woollen 
cloth have increased by over 25 per cent., but there has been little 
improvement on the worsted side. Total deliveries in September 
bs just over 20 per cent. lower than at the highest point in November 


Deliveries of blankets continued at a high rate which almost equalled 
the record August level. 

The employment figures published relate to productive workers 
in the five main sections of the industry. They have not as yet shown

RITISH Trade Week was held concyrrently in the two Provinces 

of Manitoba and Saskatchewan from September 29 to October 4 

this year. Proclamations were issued by the Lieutenant-Governors 
of the two Provinces setting the seal of authority of the Provincial 
Governments on the observation of this trade week. 


Many of the City Councillors in the two Provinces added their own 
support to the Provincial proclamation by resolutions calling upon the 
citizens to do everything in their power to promote the sale of British 
goods, not only during British Trade Week, but throughout every 
week in the year. 

Owing to other commitments, two of the principal department 
stores, with branches in most of the larger cities of these two Provinces, 
were unable to co-operate to the same extent as they had in previous 

Nevertheless, British Trade Week this year was a greater 
stimulus to British trade in these areas than ever before. 


Working closely with the Government of Saskatchewan’s Trade 
Market Office in Regina, the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner’s 
office in Winnipeg established contact with some 11,000 retail estab- 
lishments in the two Provinces. In addition, wholesale houses in 
Winnipeg co-operated by writing to their retail customers and assisted 
by setting up window displays of British goods. 

Many stores had special displays of British-made goods, including 
cutlery, textiles, woollens, steelware, blankets, motor vehicles, drugs 
and chemical supplies, bicycles and lawn mowers. The last two 
items are said to be among the biggest selling British-made articles 
in the Western Prairies. 

It was particularly fortunate this year that the opening of British 
Trade Week coincided with the visit to Regina, and then subsequently 
to Winnipeg, of the Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. H. R. Mackcson 
and this fact was publicized by the Regina newspaper when reporting 
British Week. Mr. Mackeson, in his broadcasts at Regina and 
Winnipeg, was able to refer to the Trade Weeks and thereby stimulate 
the interest already shown in them by the Canadians living in these 
two Provinces. 


British Exhibits at Melbourne Show 


By the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Victoria 


UNITED KINGDOM participation was noticeable at the 1952 
Melbourne Royal Agricultural Show recently. As usual, the show, 
the 62nd in its history, brought country and city people together to 
see the display of livestock, agricultural products, general farm equip- 
ment, motor-cars and secondary industry manufactures. Although 
weather in the first few days was rather unsettled, the attendance 
totalled 578,702 persons, compared with 343,412 last year. 


In contrast to trading conditions in recent years, sellers at the show 
are reported to have experienced a market in which buyers exercised a 
discrimination previously denied to them by shortage of supplies— 
sellers of livestock and agricultural machinery, in particular, finding 
more selectivity and patience on the part of potential buyers. How- 
ever, there appeared to be a steady demand for agricultural machinery 
concerned with grain production. 

There was ample evidence of the ever-growing importance of 
machinery in agriculture. One of the outstanding machines exhibited 
was a self-propelled header which, it is understood, is able to cover 
four to five acres of wheat in an hour ; the header was made in the 
United Kingdom and according to reports the 1952 Victorian quota 
for this machine has already been sold. Although there are no self- 
propelled headers of Australian manufacture yet, it is understood 


that the construction of such a machine in Australia has been con- 
templated. 

There were plenty of tractors on offer and delivery periods showed 
a marked improvement as compared with those of previous years. 
One of the most interesting exhibits of tractors was given by a United 
Kingdom firm and the display attracted many interested enquirers. 
A caterpillar type of tractor of United Kingdom manufacture also 
drew considerable attention. ‘This machine, which is powered by a 
2 h.p. petrol motor, is understood to have sold extremely well in 
Queensland for use on the sugar cane estates and is reported to be in 
good demand for market gardening in Victoria. 


Another interesting exhibit at the Show was an Australian produced 
low-priced small home (£A.695 ex factory), painted throughout, 
complete with all fittings, ready for occupation and available for 
immediate delivery. 

In the Agricultural Hall the Victorian Department of Agriculture 
had many interesting exhibits and arranged their stands so that 
agricultural production was described in an educational manner. A 
maxim, painted on an arched roof support, testified that “ agriculture 
is the basis of manufacture commerce.” Both the Hall of 
Commerce jand the Hall of Manufactures were concerned to a la. 
extent with a display of health foods, confectionery, mineral drinks 
and similar products. 


Next year’s Melbourne Show will be held from September 17-25. 


Chicago Dairy Show 


A REPORT has also been received from the British Consulate- 

General at Chicago on the recent Dairy Show held in the city, at 
which all phases of the dairy industry, including equipment, supplies 
and products of the industry were well represented. The report 
states that the show was well organized and the standard of layout 
impressive. The total attendance at the show was more than 27,000. 


At the supply end of the industry every conceivable product was on 
display, including stabilizers, emulsifiers, flavourings, in addition to 
the multitude of packages which represent such an important part of 
the dairy industry merchandizing activity. The range of packaging 
materials extended to aluminium foil, of considerable importance both 
for milk bottle capping purposes and also for general packaging of 
dairy products. One British manufacturer was exhibiting through 
his agent and showed a machine capable of applying aluminium foil 
caps to bottles at the rate of 8,000 per hour. 

The increasing trend towards self-service has had an especially 
great impact in the dairy products industry, influencing both the 
design and the construction of refrigerating display contents, and the 
packages which are increasingly relied upon to sell the merchandise. 
Other important exhibitors included those offering test facilities : one 
company issued an excellent manual on sampling and testing milk 
and milk products. 


The Consulate-General in his report recommended this show to 
firms interested in the dairy industry equipment field in the United 
States, whether their action is confined to visiting the show as a means 
of seeing the entire industry at a glance, or displaying there as a means 
of ascertaining user reaction and securing distribution. 

It is stipulated by the Association that only regular exhibiting 
members of this body may exhibit products at the Exposition.

THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in New Delhi has 
forwarded various Notifications which modify India’s import 
licensing regulations as follows:— 


Machinery Spare Parts 


It is notified that licences granted for unspecified spare parts of 
machinery falling under Serial No. 36 (1-4) of Part II, Serial No. 
4 (1-4) of Part III and Serial No. 65 (1-4) of Part V of the I.T.C. 
Schedule cannot be treated as valid for import of parts of the machinery 
items which are not normally allowed to be imported (see Board of 
Trade Journal on February 23, 1952, Appendix “A ’’). Where import 
of spare parts of such machines is desired specific requests should 
be made with full justification and giving names of parts and their 
values. If it is decided that licences should be issued either the licence 
held by the applicants for specified parts would be endorsed as being 
valid for those banned type of parts or fresh licences would be granted, 
according to the needs of the case.

The name of the country of origin of the furs or those contained 
in the fur product. 


(The Fur Products Labelling Act which provides, inter alia, for the 
labelling of all fur products imported into the United States with 
prescribed information to indicate composition, and the Fur Products 
Name Guide which lists the animal names which must be used in 
complying with the provisions of the Act, may be seen at C.R.E.

THE Australian Department of Trade and Customs, Canberra, have 
announced that a special licensing instruction has been issued on 
the subject of Coronation souvenirs.

Exhibition of Approved Coronation 


Souvenirs 


AN! EXHIBITION of about 200 Coronation souvenirs which have 

been approved by the Coronation Souvenirs Committee, was 
opened on Tuesday at Tilbury House, Petty France, London, S.W.1, 
and will remain open until January 24. The Committee, which hes 
met fortnightly since June, will consider designs as they are submitted 
throughout the exhibition and will add new souvenirs to the display 
as they are approved. In this way the size of the exhibition may 
well be doubled before the closing date. 

A second trade show of approved souvenirs will be held at the 
Fancy Goods Fair, Harrogate, from February 2-6. Later in that 
month there will be a third exhibition—this time for the public—in 
London. Portable display units have been specially designed for 
this exhibition and will be used on all three occasions.
